Or. Kinsman Delivers Illuminat- 


ing Address on Taxes to 


K. of C. 


The only just solution of, the taxa- 


tion problem which confronts 
the 


American people is a system -which 
places the burden of paying taxes on 
people in proportion to their' ability 
to pay. declared Dr. D. O. Kinsman, 
head of the department of economics 
at Lawrence college and one ot the 
best known economists in the coun- 
try, in a brilliant address on taxation 
following a banquet for members of 
the fourth degree of the Knights of 
Columbus and their guests in 1C of 
O. hall Thursday night. Dr. Kinsman 
declared taxes must be based on jus- 
tice and until that f<ict is recognized 
there can be no real solution of the 
problem. He urged everyone to make 
.1 constant study of taxation so they 
may keep abreast of developments. 


INDORSED AS FAIR 


The income tax was indorsed as a 


fair basis of taxation because it was 
a means of obliging persons and cor- 
porations to pay in proportion to their 
ability. He explained its theory and 
how it was evolved and traced the 
development of taxation from 
the 


earliest times down to the present 
moment. The federal income tax was 
criticised because Dr. Kinsman feels 
the rates are too high. 


The speaker urged that the prob- 


lem of taxation, and other problems 
as well, be solved by mutual agree- 
ment rather than by force and illus- 
trated his point by saying that in a 
controversy the principals 
will 
do 


well if they sco back in their argument 
to a common point on which they are 
agreed and discuss and agree on each 
Snooted point thereafter until the en- 
tire problem is solved to their mutual 
satisfaction. 


Dr. Kinsman developed the idea of 


taxation from the time of the triba! 
method of living when governmental 
expenses were paid by a head tax un 
der which every man paid the same. 
.Later a land tax developed and to 
this was added the personal property 
and finally the income tax wa& de 
vised in order to oblige persons who 
•,-ould not be taxed in any other way 
to contribute to the support of 
the 


government in proportion to 
their 


meant. 


AL.WAI8 CHANGING 


The greatest difficulty with taxa- 


tion. JDr, Kinsman said,, is that when 
the system is adjusted on a fair basis 
new conditions arise which make ne- 
cessary an entire readjustment and 
puts the old system out ot running. 
Conditions are constantly 
changing 


and taxation methods must necessari- 
ly change with them in order 
that 


taxation be on a just basis. 


Dr. Kinsman explained why the per- 


sonal property offset was Included in 
the tax law and answered the argu- 
ment of Governor J. J. Elaine for its 
repeal. He illustrated by taking two 
taxpayers with real estate of equal 
value and incomes of the same size'. 
One of the two men also had tangi- 
ble personal property and the other1 
did not. The man who has real es- 
tate on which the tax is *100, person 
al property on which the tax is $40 
and an income on which the tax is 
$40 would pay a total tax of $180 it 
the personal property offset 
is 
re 


pealed. 
The other man would pay 


$100 real estate tax. no tax on person 
al property because it is untangible 
and was not reported, andi$40 Income 
tax. Both men have the same prop 
erty and the same income but one 
man pays $40 more taxes than 
the 


other. 
The personal property offset 


was introduced to offset this inequal- 
ity because it enabled the man to use 
his personal property receipt to pay 
his income tax and each would pay 
a tax of $140. 


Dr. Kinsman explained that gradu- 


ated rate on incomes was adopted be- 
cause it was believed that method 
would equalize the sacrifice between 
the men with large and small 
in- 


comes. He illustrated by saying that 
a man whose taxable income is Jl.OOO 
would pay a tax of $10, leaving $990 
for him "while the man whose taxable 
income ih $2.000 yould pay $10 on the 
first $1.000 and $12.50 on the second, 
would have $1,977.50 left after paying 
his income tax and could afford a larg- 
er sacrifice because his income was 
larger. 


Dr. Kinsman decried the tendency 


of the class in power to shift the tax 
burden on those not in power and 
declared there cannot be just taxa- 
tion without considering the 
people 


aa a whole. 


Other addresses were delivered by 


Attorney Thomas H. Ryan, Gustave 
Keller and George Baldwin. A large 
number of questions were asked "dur- 
ing the discussion which followed the 
lecture by Dr. Kinsman.

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LODGE CONVINCINO THIS TIME 


Senator Lodge delivered' a much more 


effective and much more logical speech in 
favor of the four-power treaty than he 
ever did in opposition to the League of 
Nations. Mr. Lodge was convincing be- 
cause the facts \vere with him and because 
the agreement which he had a hand in. 
drafting clearly promotes international 
peace-and good -understanding. It is pos- 
sible that the Massachusetts senator, in 
common with others who are supporting 
the admirable work of the Arms confer- 
ence, overstates the perils which beset the 
country previous to the negotiation of the 
four-power treaty, but that is a relatively 
unimportant matter. 


Every one realizes that there were ele- 


ments of danger in the Far eastern sit- 
uation, the while the interests and rela- 
tions of nations in that part of the world 
were undefined. There were certain 
con- 


flicts of purpose and acts which could 
easily have been made the basis of grave 
differences, and which conceivably might 
have led to war. It was impossible to de- 
fine these relationships to a degree of se- 
curity by separate agreements. "We have 
only to cite the Anglo-Japanese treaty, 
which was a distinct menace to the "United 
States, as an example of the futility of 
trying to solve Far eastern problems in 
this manner. Its only result could be the 
creation of one alliance to offset another. 
the accentuation of rivalry and militar- 
istic policy. 


By the four-power treaty all of the 
con- 


flicting interests in the Pacific have been 
set right and are now in accord. Per- 
haps there was not as much conflict in 
fact as there was in appearance, else an 
understanding would not have been so 
easily reached. But the truth is that the 
atmosphere there has been clarified and 
that what seemed to be a source of pos- 
sible trouble has now become an assur- 
ance of peace. This is abundant consid- 
eration from the standpoint of each na- 
tional subscribing to the treaty for the 
obligations undertaken. It is of the utmost 
value to them individually and to the 
•world at large, because, while experi- 
mental, it affords what everyone recog- 
nizes as the maximum guarantee of peace. 


Mr. Lodge's argument convincingly 


Establishes the contention of the admini- 
stration that the four-power treaty does 
riot involve the United States in any obli- 
gation in contravention of the constitu- 
tion, and does not deny to it complete 
liberty of action in the event that confer- 
ences are necessary under its terms. This 
is the understanding of the president, liis 
Becretary of state and of each member 
of the American delegation at the Arms 
conference. 
It is the understanding of 


common sense reading and interpretation 
of the document itself. That bring so. it 
is impossible to see how American inter- 
ests can be jeopardized by ratification of 
the treaty, which does so much to substi- 
tute understanding for contention and 
peace for force. 


f 
WE DO NOT GO TO GENOA 


The declination by the United States 


of the invitation to participate iu the 
Genoa conference is not a surprise. 
This 


decision was generally expected by those 
in close touch with affairs at Washing- 
ton. 
"While there is no doubt thai, public 


opinion throughout the country was and 
is favorable to this country's taking part 
in an economic conference, it is an alti- 
tude of principle rather than judgment 
cpon representation at the Genoa confer- 
ence. The public merely assumes that, it 
is advisable for the United States 1o as- 
sist Europe in tte restoration, and this is 
a proposition to which the government 
subscribes. Europe must, have the assist- 
ance of this country in more ways than 
•ne before it can get upon its feet again

and become a constructive force instead 
of a world liability. 


The public, however, does not discrim- 


inate to the extent of those in positions of 
high responsibility, and consequently its 
opinion of the Genoa conference was more 
or less superficial. It was almost inevit- 
able, in view of Secretary Hughes' re- 
fusal to restore relations between the 
United States and Russia and the indict- 
ment of the soviet regime contained in his 
note on the subject, that the United 
States would decline to enter -the Genoa 
conference, where the bolshevist leaders 
•are to have a seat and where their gov- 
ernment is practically recognized. 


This is largely the political aspect of 


the conference which the president refers 
to as one of the reasons for rejecting the 
invitation. 
Another is that the agenda 


of the meeting excludes matters which 
this country regards as essential to tho 
amelioration of the present economic dis- 
turbances of Europe. 
These refer par- 


ticularly to the adjustment of German 
reparations and the reduction of standing 
armies. 


Russia must be regarded as an essen- 


tial factor in the rehabilitation of Europe. 
JTet it is the contention of the United 
States that nothing can be done in Rus- 
sia under the soviet government, at least 
not until it demonstrates its good faith 
toward 
other nations by making good 


Russian pledges, by recognizing the right 
of private property and by discharging 
its just obligations. It is, of course, no 
business of the United States what form 
of government Kussia may choose so long 
as it is a free choice and so long as it ob- 
serves duties which are basie in her re- 
lations with other nations. 


The United States will have nothing to 


do with communism or bolshevism be- 
cause they are not only destructive of the 
institutions on which free governments 
rest, but because they are in violation of 
the rights of other nations and forbid in- 
ternational dealings. We in America be- 
lieve that the policy indicated by Europe, 
that is of recognizing the communists, re- 
sults from selfish andquestionablemotives, 
and that its only Affect can be to delay the 
overthrow of bolshevism in Russia and 
its replacement by responsible government. 
Furthermore, it is the American opinion 
that land armament in Europe must be 
cut down and German reparations made 
feasible . of 
payment before continental 


Europe can be brought" back to a condi- 
tion o£ solvency. 


Upon careful consideration of Secre- 


tary Hughes' note to Italy, revealing for 
the first time the government's decision 
not to send delegates to Genoa, we 'are 
sure the American people will approve the 
course adopted, content in the knowledge 
that sooner or later Europe must come to 
the American point of view in a confer- 
ence of such great importaoice and such 
far reaching consequences.

PIRQUET ON TUBERCULOSIS 


Tho name of Pirquet It elosely.aiwociated with tu- 
erculosia. An endermal or skin test for the pres- 
nce of tuberculosis was introduced by Pirquet and 


know by his name. The test Indicates the pres- 


nce of a. focus of tuberculosis somewhere in the 
ystem—and most of us have some such latent or 
mouldering focus of tuberculosis—but it does not 
ell us whether the tuberculosis is active or whether 


has anything to do with the patient's present ill 


ealth. It is one of those tests which is ot value 
ather negatively; that is, if a child reacts poeitively 
o the test, that doesn't signify much; but if a child 
n whom a tubercular condition is suspected reacts 
egatively to the Pirquet test, that is good evidence 
gainst tuberculosis as an explanation 
for 
the 


hild's condition. 
Recently Firquet's name has again come to the 


ore in the medical profession because of a scheme 
r plan which he devised for feeding infants scien 
ifically, the quantities being determined, not by cal- 
ries. but according to the child's Kitting height ac- 
urately measured. The method has been employed 
with great success by the American relief adminis- 
ration in feeding the children in Austria. 
Pirquet now considers tuberculosis a nutritional 
isease in the sense that the germs of tuberculosis, 


which are contained in the body of practically every 
adult inhabitant of a city, are not allowed to spread 
and overwhelm the organism so long as this is in a 
good state of nutrition. v 


This is no revolutionary .advance or revision of 


caching. Physicians the world over have tacitly 
.eld some such view, as is reflected in the rest and 
ceding treatment, for a generation. But Pirquet 
>uts the idea in concrete form. 


"We have no certain food, no specific chemical 
ubstance," he writes, "which protects against tu- 
erculosis, but we know that -good appetite for 
arious kinds of food and the satisfaction of this ap- 
etite by ample meals are the beet preventive and 
he best cure." He believes that all the treatment^ 
hich have been used with any success against tu- 
erculosis, culminate in the feeding idea. 
Change 


f climate, change of scene, rest, open air, sunlight, 
anatorium care, etc., not only conserve energy but 
mprove "the appetite and the patient begins to eat. 


Look out now! ,Don't run away with general con- 
lusions from this. 
"We are speaking of tubercu- 


osis. What Is needed by more invalids or near in- 
alids is something to diminish the appetite! ' 
In his wards in "Vienna, Pirquet has been relying 


argely on his method of feeding. He no longer us- 
s tuberculin, tho he thought highly of it before, 
le usese no other specific methods. And as' he ob- 
erves effect of scientific feeding he becomes more 
nd more optimistic in prognosis. 
For instance he 


marks that he used ,to consider pulmonary tuber- 
ulosis in girls between the ages of 11 and 14 
ears almost hopeless; now he sees many of these 
ttle patients making good recoveries. 
He even 


ees cures in children suffering with tuberculosis 
f the brain. 
Tuberculosis is still the most curable of all seri- 
us chronic diseases. I have said this many times. 
t is indeed a pleasure to find one of the world's 
reatest authorities taking a more hopeful view. ,

These lovely novelty pms may be 
ornamental and not at all useful in 
securing the hat, however, tbey do 
serve a purpose in trimming what 
would otherwise be an unadorned 
, toque of straw or silk fabric and they 
.do it In the most delightful sparkling 
way. 


They are made of white metal set 
with brilliants or more colorful stones 
and sometimes with combinations of 
crystal with color Some of them have 
but one decorative end and tbat a 
large one. Others pierce the hat and 
reappear and are made doubly secure 
by a. clasp which fits over the point 
A favored version of this double head- 
er Is an arrow with a jeweled point 
at one end and a jeweled quiver at 
the other. More often perhaps the 
pin is the same at both ends and con- 
sists of brilliants combined in attrac- 
tive ways with jet, jade or amber. 


All this presupposes the wearing of 
a hat. If there is no hat there is 
something else. No woman starts 
forth these days with an unadorned 
coiffeur 
Combs and bandeaux vie 


with one another for evening wear 
and many interesting variations of 
both are seen. 


Combs are large. They may be 


most any shape but they must be 
large. They are jet, perforated shell, 
metal set 
•« ith white or 
colored 
stones, shell etched and studded. Some 
are shown made of high flares of 
metallic lace edged with garlands of 
colorful French flowers and some are 
a blaze of color made of the brilliant 
plumage of tropical birds. 


Bandeaux perhaps are even fewer 
than combs and while the favored 
type seems to be a half wreath of 
metallic foliage there are many other 
tinsel or gilt braid embroidered with 
colored glass beads. 
Others are 
strands of stones in different colors. 
Some are bands of ribbon that finish 
In clusters of flowers or fruit over 
the ears and others still are bands of 
berries or tiny blossoms. 


Some are still more extreme. One 
In coral and gold resembles the head 
dress of Cleopatra, The band passes 
across the forehead wider in the cen- 
ter than at the sides and then widens 
again in large points that cover the 
ears. The whole is edged with a wispy 
fringe of monkey fur. 
Just from Paris a wide band of 
gold ribbon is shown that binds tight 
across the top of the 
head and low 
across the brow. It is gathered over 
the ears under clusters of large gold 


grapes that hang almost to the shoul- 
der.However all head dresses do not 
cover the ears and when they do not 
tbe earring is sure to make its appear- 
ance as conspicuously as possible. 
Fashioned of stones in white or color, 
mounted in gold or white metal, they 
assume great lengths.

newer ones are in the form of at 
tractive tassels, otlwrs consist of a 
Urge stone at the ear, an inch or 
more of fine chain, studded perhaps 
with tiny pearls and ending in a large 
gem to matc,h the one at the ear.
